no communication from aft to forward, even 
tho approach to tho river's bank gave butlit- 
tlo hopo to tho helpless women and children 
who were astern.

in tho terrible struggle for life, until the ves- 
sel struck, leaving those who were aft some

Wednesday evening, at 7 o'clock, tlio 


t«amboat Henry Clay, left Albany for New 
York, with n largo number of passengers, 
variously estimated' at the time of tho acci- 
dent, «t front 300 to COO. Tho Armeniit loft 
a Jkdfi' Rlinad of her, and the two 


nltornativos, apparently, being the only bit- 
tor chbico. 


Tho place whero tho steamer struck is on 


tho river bank, two nnd n-hnlf miles below 
Yonkors. No boats wore to be had there, of 
any description. 
The Armenia bore rapidly 


down, and sent out her boats, nn also did a 
number of sailing vessels which wore near,; 
but at least a quarter of an hour r lapsed af- 
ter tho Clay struck, <iro any assistance come. 
In tho,meantime, tho panjc stricken unfor- 
tunates had nearly'all been forced over the 
stern into tho water, where many of them 
sustained themselves by swimming, or by 
the aid of a few floating boards, until res- 
cued from their perilous condition. 
Others 


clung to tho guards of tho vessel, with the 
energy of desperation. 
The rudder and 


steering gear furnished temporary safety for 
others. A number succeeded in getting hold 
of the braces on tho underside ofthe guards. 
Several ladies throw tho end of n store line 
overboard, lot themselves down .into tho wa- 
ter, and sustained themselves by !it until aid 
reached thorn, fortunately before the line* 
which was on fire, had become too weak to 
support them. 'But many others jumped 
trnntically into tho water, and sunk to rise 
no more. A gentleman .who ..was forward, 
and who got on shbro soon after the vessel 
struck, nays that not ono • of a number of la- 
dies—somo with children in their arms— 
whom he saw junip from the larboard side, 
wore saved.
